Switzerland's Method of Preparing For 
Rapid Mobilization. 
In Switzerland the state Is part own- 
er of horses used by reserves. 
It pur- 
chases a remount at three, and a half 
years old, and the soldier pays half 
the cost of the horse 
to the govern- 
ment, together with the difference be- 
tween its cost and the price that the 
horse fetches at auction, for all horses 
are sold by auction to the men. 
After every year of training the gov- 
ernment refunds 
one-tent- h 
of the orig- 
inal half cost to the man. and at the 
end of ten years the horse 
' becomes 
the absolute property of the soldier. 
In this manner the soldier Is not only 
always well mounted, but as he keeps 
his horse with him at bis home his 
mobilization problem is of the simplest 
nature. 
The average price of these Swiss
